In a dress of blue, with an inset of leather, 


the first Directory of Madison appears much as 
when it came from the press of Atwood and 
Rublee,.editors of The Wisconsin State Journal, 
in 1S55. Time has slightly yellowed the leaves, 
and possibly the blue has somewhat faded; but 
the sturdy little volume still holds its own, and 
serves as a mine of information concerning the 
lake city's citizens and business, and the social 
and literary life of the period. 


It was William N. Seymour, Madison's second 


lawyer, who compiled the material for the pub- 
lication, including an advertisement and a key 
to the work. 


!t is to be doubted whether any one could 


have purpassed Mr. Seymour's effort? and re- 
?ult? in accuracy. Nevertheless, he says in his 
preface that he trusts errors may be overlooked 
a?, "owing to the fact that the street? are un- 
marked as yet, and 
tenements unnumbered, 


some accidents of omission may occur." 


He also mentions that "as the work will prob- 


ably he continued onnually the 'labor of procur- 
ing1 details would be greatly facilitated if citi- 
zens would furnish such appropriate informa- 
tion as may come under their notice." In con- 
clusion he suggests that the next edition should 
contain the amount of wheat and other produce 
marketed here, the value of our manufactures, 
and the extent of mercantile sales during the 
year; and he believes that the sum received for 
whatever commodities b<? marketed in the next 
twelvemonth will be greater than that taken 
during the past—nearly three millions of dol- 
lar?. 


At thi? time nine papers—three daily and 


five weekly, in addition to an agricultural pe- 
riodical, emanated from the Capital City, and 
advised southern Wisconsin of news of various 
kinds. One theater and one museum catered to 
the amusement-loving class. 
Four milliners' 


stores, two dressmaking establishments and a 
number of dry-goods emporiums assisted femi- 
nine beauty; while two daguerreian galleries 
served to perpetuate its memory. Four banks 
looked alter money, and thirteen hotels fed the 
traveling public. There were also six miills for 
different purposes, a woolen factory, three large 
lumber yards,, a wagon and carriage manufac- 
tory, and several cabinet and furniture shops. 
Fifteen produce-dealers 
and three breweries 


were active, and four goldsmiths dealt in pre- 
cious stones or metals. 


Six churches were in existence, and the' Uni- 


versity of Wisconsin WES said to have a prop- 
erty of 5225,000 in excess of ail debts or lia- 
bilities. The original endowment by Congress 
consisted of seventy-two sections of land se- 
lected for its support.) 


'.Full honor was paid to the young Stata His- 


torical society, and to that other beneficent as- 
sociation—which later grew into the City Li- 
bniry—The Madison Institute.

The Milwaukee and Mississippi Railroad (af- 


terward the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul) 
reached Madison in 1854, and the directory ex- 
patiates upon the joy and interest felt in its 
arrival, and upon the throngs which welcomed 
the first train. 


Many of the people from the out-lying re- 


gions had settled in the country at an early day 
and thus had never seen a locomotive.

excitement was, however, but little greater than 
that experienced by the townspeople when, on 
the eighteenth of May, the whistles of the two 
engines were heard and the long train—thirty- 
two cars—loaded with people, swept over Mo- 
nona's bridge. At the rear of.ihe cars were 
se-veral racks occupied by Milwaukee Fire com- 
panies in gay red uniforms, and with their 
shining engines.

Echoes of Old Madison 


Madison Forest in 1839 


By EARLY MADISONIAN 


In 1839 forests were practically continuous 


across "the city site except where broken by a 
few scattering homes. University Hill was n< 
accessible from any direct road and was cov- 
ered with dense young timber and gigantic 
oaks. But the summit seemed to the pioneer 
a fitting burial place for one of their number— 
a man whose death' had been occasioned b? 
lightning. Not long afterward an acquaintance 
folio-wed him on the unknown journey and we* 
interred near by, close to the south east corner 
of the central college building of today. ' After 
this, sentiment or convenience dictated to the 
living their choice for the location of their dear 
ones last and silent homes. 


TKe lot?' near the residence of Judge Levi B. 


Vilas, and the region southwest of the old St. 
Paul railroad, near the Conklin coal yards and 
known as the sand hills were called into requisi- 
tion. Nor was it uncommon for the farms or 
'clearings' to have private burying grounds of- 
ten in a corner or on a knoll which could be 
'seen from the cabin's windows. 


For the .most.part, nature did the beautifying 


of these early graves. Spring, with its rcsCT* 
rection of green, summer, with wild roses, aut- 
umn, with red and gold leaves, and winter, with 
its ermine, mantle, served to cover the mounds 
and'ease the-scars of human hearts. 


But in 1846 Madison desired and needed a 


general public cemetery. Block 180, now Orton 
Park, about one mile northemst of the capitol 
and embracing an area of over thre« acres, was 
chosen; and a neat.fence protected the territory. 


In the fifties .. the 
Catholic* established' a 


cemetery in Greenbush. This »oon proved- -not 
adequate to the necessities of the" growing pop- 
ulation, and so, a few y«ars later, -the land 
which is now precious 
Calvary was secured 


from the city. Prior to this period, perhaps in 
1850, pur present-Forest Hill was purchased 
from Mr.John Wright for the stini'of ten thous-
